Apart  from  changed  conditions  due  to  the  war 
there  have  been  no  great  changes  in  the  district. 

As  a  whole  the  health  position  is  satisfactory* 

One  thing  on  which  the  Council  can  congratulate 
themselves  is  the  housing  position.  I  think  it  can  be,  safely  said 
that  all  the  worst  houses  in  the  district  have  been  dealt  with,  and 
the  people  in  them  rehoused*  tfirhile  housing  conditions  could  be 
improved  I  do  not  know .of  any  houses  left  which  could  come  under  the 
designation  of  ’^hovdls''*  '  This  is  indeed  an  enviable  state,  as  in 
certain  areas  there  are,  still  standing  and  occupied,  houses  X'rhich 
have  been  condemned , 'bift 'ox^ihg  ‘  to  stoppage  of  building  operations 
the  people  have  not  been  rehoused,
